before the fever has thickened the blood, or inflame 
the humours. And allo in diſeaſes when their cauſe 
here already extinguiſhed by plentiful dilution : in which] 
caſe ic relieves, by carrying off ſome part of the diſtem 
ſpered humuurs ; and therefore as great care ſhould 
now be taken not to check the ſweat as to avoid forcing} 
it at the beginning of the diſorder. 

Air being indiſpenſably neceffary to us, it is eaſy t 
conceive that our health muſt immediately ſuffer whe 
it becomes impure, and nothing ſooner renders it ſo 

than thoſe vapours which ſteam from many huma 
podies ſhut up together in a place from which th 
Freſh air is excluded. 

No ſolid food ſhould be given to the patient while 
ſubject to a fever for when a fever comes on digeſtio 
ſceaſes, and ſolid food then taken proves a ſource o 
putridity, and becomes a real poiſon. He ſuppoſe 

no perſon in a fever did ever die merely of weaknels ; 

that therefore we need not be apprenſive of any dan- 
ger from abſtinence, water alone being a ſufficient ſup- 
port for ſome weeks and that of twenty perſons wh 
die in the country, two thirds would probably be ſaved, 
if being lodged in a place defended from the incle- 
mency of the air, they were plentifully ſupplied with 
good water. As long as there remains any taſte o 
bitterneſs or putreſcence, a Joathing, a bad breath, 
feveriſhnels, with fœtid ſtools, and little and high co- 
loured urine, ſo long all fleſh, and fleth ſoup, eggs, and

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Another diſapproved practice is that of purging or 
vomiting a patient to procure relief at the very begin- 
hing of a diſtemper; but vomits given in an inflamma 
— diſeaſe, before the humours have been diminiſhee 
by bleeding, and thined hy plentiful ſmall drinks, are 
productive of inflammations of the ſtomach, lungs and, 
liver, of ſuffocations and phrenſies. And purges then 
given ſometimes occaſion a general inflammation of th 
guts, that terminates in death. 
The principal thing to be done, is to dilute and at 
temper the putrid contents of the patient's bowels by 
fplentiful draughts of cooling drinks, which may pro- 
ote an eaſy diſcharge of them; for nothing can con 
tribute to ſtrengthen the patient, but what has a 
tendency to weaken the diſorder. 

He proceeds to lay down ſome rules to be obſerved 
in the beginning of diſeaſes, and propoſes a prope 
diet in acute ones. 

Acute and feyeriſh diſeaſes give notice of their ap 
proach ſometimes a few weeks, but commonly a fe. 
days before their actual appearance, by a light weari 
eſs or numbneſs, leſs activity than uſual, leſs appetite 
a ſmall load at the ſtomach, ſome complaint in the 
head, a deeper degree of ſleep, yet leſs compoſed and 
refreſhing than utual, leſs livelineſs, a lets regula 
ulſe, a propenſity to be cold, and an aptneſs to ſweat

For drink —a glaſs or a glaſs and a half of ſuch fruit 
as has been mentioned, may be added to three full 
ſpints of water, of which the ſick may take three © 
tour ounces every quarter of an hour.
